JortunilU-s for the South is clearly 
jkillinod in a new report by tha 
Department of Commerce on the 
Origin of newsprint used by Ameri- 
can newspapers. 


;• Although primarily a study of 
transport — the book is called 
^'Transportation 
Factors in the 


Marketing of Newsprint" — its 
lulhoi-s, Edward 
Margolin and 


William P. McLendon, point out 
ttfrt: 


While the use of newsprint in the 


United States rose from 3.4 mil- 
lion tons in 1U45 to B million tons 
in 1051 domestic production increas- 
ed from .7 million to 1.1 million 
Ions. In other words, nearly five- 
sixth;! of all the paper consumed 
by the nation's presses must be 
bought in foreign countries and 
shipped in to us. 


f course the overwhelming bulk 
that foreign newsprint is fur- 


nished by our neighbor Canada. 
Some comes from Norway, Swe- 
den, and Finland, but these ship- 
ments arc relatively insignificant. 


Canada is dominant in the world 


newsprint market, controlling both 
traffic and price. But Canada is 
a long distance'from many of our 
major cities. 


The Department of 
Commerce 


book reports that delivery costs 


the average comprise 12 per 
; of the selling price of news- 


print in the U. S. A. 


So much for the government sur- 


vey. What it means is simply this: 
The first two newsprint mills set 
up to utilize Southern pine cord- 
wood — Southland Paper Mills at 
Liifkin, Texas, aiid the mill at 
Coosa Pines, Ala. — haven't even 
dented the Canadian paper monop- 
oly. We arc still in the hands of 
mills so remote that transporta- 
fflan cos^s are a major factor in 
the scllling price. 


And the greatest factor of all. 


raw material supply, is something 
that also favors the South against 
Canada. Southern pine is a cheap- 
er wood than the Northern "spruce 
which 'the! Canadians' use, and it 
'reaches pulpwood size in a frac- 
tion of the latter's growing time. 


Here is a magnificent industrial 


opportunity for the South, with-the 
.^vantages -of "shorter transport'

Wlo illustrate, the No. 1 Southern 
pine newsprint mill, at Lufkin, Tex- 
as, built in 1940 and expanded in 
1945, represents an investment .of 
about 25 million dollars. The'Coosa 
Pines (Ala.) mill was built a couple 
of years later for around 32 mil- 
lions. Today the British Bowaters 
mill under construction just east 
of 'Chattanooga, Tenn.i; is Budgeted 
at 54 millions — showing the effect 
of inflation on installation costs 
£0 three plants of identical capacity 
. . . 25 millions to 54 millions. 


Nevertheless the technical dis- 


covery by the late Dr, Charles 
Hert'y, great Georgia engineering 
chemist, that white paper could, be 
made from Southernpine, will 
eventually bring much of North 
America's .newsprint industry down
